Who- 
ſoever have a part or intereſt in chis 
propitiation , they have all their 
fins fully and perfeRtly remitted to 
them , waſhed away in his preci- 
ous blood, There is not one perſon 
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ation or reconciliation, but be hath 
$1] bis fins waſhed away in his pre- 
tious blood, and ſhall certainly be 
ſaved. Therefore this cannot agree 
to all perſons in the world. 
Thirdly,fomething is to be learned 
from the connexion of theſe words 
with thoſe before-going, If any mar 
ſin (laith he) we have an eAdvocate 
With the Father,Teſius Chriſt the righ- 
teous * eAnd he us the propitiation for 
our finnes; and not for ours onely, but 
alſo for the ſinnes of the whole World. 
Hence I conclude, that all thoſe for 
or to whom Je{us Chriſt is the pro- 
pitiation , he is for them an Adve- 
cate alſo.
